Hoping for 
closure on 
death of 
Neibon,75 

THE DEATH of Black Pan¬ 
ther serial killer Donald 
Neilson, who murdered 
heiress Lesley Whittle, will 
hopefully bring an “element 
of closure” for her family, a 
Midland vicar has said. 

The Reverend Clive Will¬ 
iams, rector for Highley, 
near Bridgnorth, said the 
events of 36 years ago still 
remained in the minds of 
people in the village. 

But he said he hoped Neil- 
son’s death, which was 
announced earlier this 
week, would allow Lesley’s 
relatives to put the horrific 
events behind them. Neil¬ 
son, 75, who was serving 
four life sentences died on 
Sunday and his inquest will 
was due to be opened today. 

He kidnapped 17-year-old 
Lesley from her home in 
Highley in 1975, leaving a 
ransom demand for £50,000. 
Her body was eventually 
found in Kidsgrove, north 
Staffordshire. 

Lesley was the daughter 
of George Whittle, who ran 
the Whittle coach company 
in Kidderminster. She was 
heiress to a substantial sum. 

Mr Williams, who has 
served as a vicar in the vil¬ 
lage for 23 years, today said: 
“Hopefully Neilson’s death 
will now bring the family an 
element of closure.” 

Stuart Mackenzie, 64, the 
officer who helped bring 
Neilson’s reign of terror to 
an end, said: “Prison was too 
good for him.” 

Council uses 
private eyes 

PRIVATE detectives have 
been used twice by Dudley 
Council over the last year. 

Bosses at the local author¬ 
ity say it was to check on one 
of their own staff and said 
they would only use the mea¬ 
sure when other means had 
failed. 

Figures released through 
the Freedom of Information 
Act show a detective has 
been employed in March and 
April this year in relation to 
the same investigation. 

The fact-finding mission 
was carried out on the advice 
of the audit service team. 


EYESORE BLOCK TO 
BE SUPERMARKET 


A DERELICT office block in the heart 
of Dudley town centre will be demol¬ 
ished to make way for a multi-million 
pound supermarket. 


Developers want to 
demolish Cavendish House 
in Trindle Road, which has 
been standing empty since 
2008. 

Dudley Council has been 
working to bring a new 
supermarket to the town for 
some time believing it would 
help to kick start its regen¬ 
eration and create hundreds 
of jobs. 

Under the plans, 
Cavendish House, which has 
previously been branded “an 
eyesore” by residents, will 
be knocked down. 

The site, as well as neigh¬ 
bouring land, will be cleared 
and used for the develop¬ 
ment. 

Site owner Cavendish 
Quarter Properties Limited 
- a subsidiary of Abstract 
Securities Ltd - is working 
with Dudley Council on the 
proposals. 

Abstract’s development 
director, Christopher 
McPherson, said the pro¬ 
posed development would 
“anchor an historic and 
prominent gateway into 
Dudley.” 

The firm has now begun 
legal discussions to acquire 
surrounding land. 

Mr McPherson said: “We 
have been a landowner in 
Dudley for several years and 
we have considered various 
options for Cavendish House 
over this period. 

“We are at the early stages 
of discussions with a num¬ 
ber of major supermarket 
retailers.” 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration 
Councillor Angus Adams 
said: “We are very excited by 
the current proposal and 
while it must meet all of the 
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necessary planning policy 
tests, it could be a major ele¬ 
ment of the current regener¬ 
ation programme in the 
town and would comple¬ 
ment other schemes such as 
the two new Dudley College 
developments, the transfor¬ 
mation of our historic mar¬ 
ket place, the Townscape 
Heritage Initiative and our 
major plans for the Castle 
Hill area.” 

Residents have been call¬ 
ing for Cavendish House to 
be knocked down for some 
time. 

Thousands 

They said the building, 
which can be seen by thou¬ 
sands of drivers along Dud¬ 
ley Southern Bypass each 
day, was an “embarrass¬ 
ment”. 

Many of the windows are 
boarded up or broken and it 
has become a target for van¬ 
dals. 

When plans for the town 
were unveiled in 2008 it was 
originally hoped that 
Cavendish House could be 
transformed into a hotel but 
the scheme never got off the 
ground. 

It was suggested that a 
wing in the L-shaped build¬ 
ing could have been con¬ 
verted into a 150-bedroom 
hotel under the Dudley 
Town Centre Area Develop¬ 
ment plans - a blueprint for 
kickstarting town’s regener¬ 
ation. The remainder of the 
space that was left would 
have been used for refur¬ 
bished office space.

Row over 
sending in 
waste site 
proposals 

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for a waste processing plant 
in the Black Country will not 
be submitted until the go- 
ahead has been given for a 
£120 million eco park - 
angering residents con¬ 
cerned it will go through “as 
an afterthought”. 

The proposals for land in 
Coseley have sparked fears 
the plant will damage the 
area. Bosses say the waste 
plant will power homes and 
businesses at the park, which 
is expected to create up to 
1,300 jobs on the 66-acre site 
between Birmingham New 
Road and Sedgley Road West. 

Details of the waste plant 
have been removed from the 
outline application for the 
whole park - and will instead 
be submitted separately. But 
campaigners, who have col¬ 
lected a 130-name petition, 
say the plans should all go in 
together. 

Carla Lavender-Ward, of 
Thunderbolt Way, said: “We 
are concerned the initial 
plans will be given the go- 
ahead on the jobs they will 
create and the potential for 
businesses, and then the 
waste plant will be ushered in 
as an afterthought. 

“The developers have said 
that this plant is crucial to 
the park- so I’m worried that 
the council will think they 
must approve the plant or the 
park won’t get built.” 

Campaigners fear the 
Energy Recovery Facility 
may damage the environ¬ 
ment. 

Play gear to 
be replaced 

NEW equipment to replace 
swings, slides and a climbing 
wall stolen by metal thieves 
from a children’s play area 
in Halesowen is being fitted 
over the Christmas holidays. 

The play equipment was 
cut down by thieves who 
struck on August 30 at the 
play area at The Leasowes. 
Two swings, two slides, a 
climbing wall and a chain 
bridge were taken in total 
during the Bank Holiday 
raid at the site which is just 
off Mucklow Hill.

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College creation reaches milestone 


THE CREATION of an £18 million 
new college development in Dudley 
has reached a major milestone with 
construction of its steel frame now 
complete. 

Work started on the vocational 
centre, being built on the site of a 
former fire station in Tower Street, 
in February and it is expected to 
open to students next September. 

The building, which will be 
known at Dudley Evolve, forms 


part of a £30m university-style 
campus scheme by Dudley College 
to create a new learning quarter in 
the town centre. 

It will house modern learning 
facilities for business, information 
technology and travel and tourism 
students. Now bosses have held a 
topping out ceremony at the site to 
mark the completion of the final bolt 
being put in the steel structure at its 
highest point, which was attended 


by a number of students. A college 
spokesman said that the elements of 
the building are now also taking 
shape, including the sports hall, 
large enough for six badminton 
courts, the theatre, which seats 180 
people, and the hair and beauty 
salon which will be open to the 
public. 

Also progressing is the large 
fitness suite, which is being built 
behind the old fire station facade, 


two dance studios and a music area 
that houses a recording studio. 

Dudley College principal Lowell 
Williams said: “Now we’ve reached 
the topping out stage you can see 
how the development is really 
taking shape. 

“Every time I visit the site I see 
how it’s transforming from a steel 
structure into the fantastic voca¬ 
tional training centre we’ve imag¬ 
ined and planned.” 


inventor Robert trains 
his eye on Jubilee show 


An eccentric inventor from the Black Country 
is hoping to play a part in the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee celebrations in London next 
year with - a replica of a famous train. 


Robert Merlyn Farwell 
has created a scaled-down 
version of the Stourbridge 
Lion, which was the first 
locomotive to run in 
America. 

The original was built at 
the town’s Foster and Ras- 
trick works back in 1828 and 
the engine earned its name 
from the picture of a lion’s 
face that was painted on the 
front. 

Mr Farwell, aged 65, spent 
three weeks making his 
replica, which also contains 
a glass-making furnace that 
he has uses for displays at 
local events. 

He has now applied to 
take part in a parade of more 
than 1,000 boats which will 
form a flotilla on the Thames 
for the jubilee on June 3. 

Mr Farwell, who toils 
away in his self-built work¬ 
shop in Parkfield Road, 
Stourbridge, wants to take 
the Lion on a boat and hold 
glass-blowing demonstra¬ 
tions. 

He said: “It would be a 
great way to promote the 
skills and industry of this 
region and it would increase 
the profile of the Stour¬ 
bridge Lion, which a lot of 
people are unaware of. 

“Getting a boat shouldn’t 


be a problem, so I’m just 
hoping I get permission from 
the authorities.” added Mr 
Farwell. 

Mr Farwell is also plan¬ 
ning a full-size replica of the 
train, which he wants to 
display at the end of the 
track in Stourbridge Town 
station. 

He intends to erect it 
behind the buffer between 
the platforms. 

Mr Farwell, a father-of- 
five, spends hours each day 
in his workshop, which he 
calls “Camalot Castle” - 
spelled that way as a nod to 
the difficulty he has with 
spelling. 

Appearances 

The inventor has had a 
varied career and some of 
the roles he has taken on 
inlcude appearances as an 
extra in TV shows such as 
Boon in the 1980s. 

Mr Farwell also set up a 
business called Wizard 
Merlyn’s Costume Hire in 
Church Street, Stourbridge, 
in the same decade. 

His talents also extend to 
magic, and he spent summer 
seasons in Clacton in the 
1970s as a children’s enter¬ 
tainer.

Plans have also emerged 
to relocate the existing 
Stourport Library, based in 
Worcester Street, into the 
town’s Civic Centre and also 
to relocate Bewdley Library. 

Members of Bewdley

council and Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council would be asked 
to identify a location the 
library can share with other 
public services.The plans 
were due to be discussed by 
Worcestershire County 
Council’s cabinet at a 
meeting tonight. If they are 
approved the plans would go 
out for public consultation.

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Guilty of 
cruelty to 
marmoset 

A COUPLE who sold a sick 
pet monkey, which had been 
left “crippled” with frac¬ 
tured bones because of a poor 
diet, have been found guilty 
of animal cruelty. 

Lee Powell and Julie Jones 
failed to ensure the four- 
month-old marmoset, 
named Mikey, was fed an 
appropriate diet, Dudley 
Magistrates Court heard. 

The monkey, which was 
distressed and in pain, had a 
bone disease caused by a lack 
of vitamin D3 and calcium 
and had to be put down by 
the RSPCA. 

Magistrates said the scien¬ 
tific evidence against Powell, 
aged 50, and Jones, 42, both 
of Sunderland Drive, Stour¬ 
bridge, was indisputable. 

They were each found 
guilty of two charges of 
causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to the marmoset and two 
of not taking reasonable 
steps to ensure the animal 
was fed appropriately or pro¬ 
tected from pain, injury or 
suffering. 

They were bailed for sen¬ 
tence on January 12. 

During the two-day both 
Powell and Jones main¬ 
tained they did not know 
there was anything wrong 
with the monkey and said 
they would have taken it to 
the vets if they had known 
there was. 

Club attack 
man sought 

POLICE are trying to track 
down a man after a reveller 
was attacked in a Midland 
nightclub.

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Councils must tackle problem families - PM

in brief 


COUNCILS in the West Midlands have been 
given two months to identify thousands of 
problem families as part of a £448m project 
to tackle neighbours from hell. 

Prime Minister David Cameron was in 
Oldbury last week where he launched a 
national network of “trouble-shooters” 
which will aim to tackle hardcore problem 
families. 

He revealed that there were 1,000 such 
families in Sandwell living on benefits and 
costing the taxpayer more than £75,000 a 
year each. 

The scheme will see individuals responsi¬ 
ble for each family and overseeing their 


responsibilities. They will go into homes in 
the morning, making sure children are 
going to school, parents are able to work and 
insuring drug and alcohol addicts get treat¬ 
ment. 

Unhelpful 

He said the funding would lead to greater 
savings by tackling the estimated £9bn a 
year that troubled families cost the entire 
nation. 

Speaking at the Sandwell Christian 
Centre Mr Cameron said: “Families see the 
system as faceless, intrusive and unhelpful. 

“We can only act if we know where trou¬ 


bled families live. The Prime Minister went 
on to say: “By February we want local 
authorities to identify who troubled families 
are, where they live and the services they 
use. 

“The next step is to get in there to help,” 
added Mr Cameron. 

Mr Cameron said, however, that councils 
would have to fund 60 percent of the costs 
themselves. 

It comes despite most local councils 
coming under pressure to make huge 
savings as national government funding is 
cut.But the Prime Minister said he was 
determined to “get to grips” with the prob¬ 


lems that families face and that the project 
would “make a real difference in homes and 
neighbourhoods across the city”. Mr 
Cameron added: “We’re not prescribing a 
single response. But we are demanding 
results from councils in return for support. 

Contact 

For many of the most troubled families, 
there will be a family worker - a single point 
of contact for the first time for particular 
families. Dudley South Conservative MP 
Chris Kelly was in the audience and said: “I 
am very much looking forward to seeing this 
begin in Dudley.” 



Paratrooper who shook his 
son to death is sent to jail 


A PARATROOPER who momentarily lost 
control and violently shook his baby son 
causing him severe brain injuries has started 
a five-year jail term for manslaughter. 

Jonathan James, aged 25, 


was found guilty of unlaw¬ 
fully killing five-month-old 
Theo Davies at a flat in the 
Midlands. The jury took 
nearly eight hours to reach 
their verdict. 

It came after a four-week 
trial at Worcester Crown 
Court. James’ family gasped 
as the verdict was delivered 
in court. 

The hearing had to be 
momentarily suspended 
after a man hurled abuse at 
the judge and jury. Mr 
Justice Butterfield ordered 
the public gallery be cleared 
after the outburst. 

James, of MoD St Athan, 
Barry, in the Vale of Glamor¬ 
gan, hung his head and 
showed no emotion as the 
sentence was passed. 

Mr Justice Butterfield 
said there was much evi¬ 
dence to suggest James had 
been a caring father but 
something had “simply 
snapped” on that day. 

Little Theo had been left 
in the care of his father at a 
flat in Old Ford Walk, Stour- 
port, while his mother, 
Leanne Davies, popped out 
to buy milk on August 24, 
2009. 

When she returned 
minutes later she saw Theo 


lying lifeless on the bed and 
a panicking James calling 
the emergency services. 

The baby was rushed first 
to Worcester Royal Hospital 
and then to Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital where 
he died the following day. 

Post mortems revealed he 
had suffered severe bleeding 
in and around the brain 
which they concluded had 
been caused by a trauma. 

James claimed he had 
found his son having a fit 
and said he could not 
remember what happened 
next. Mr Christopher 
Hotton QC, defending, said: 
“It was a single incident 
stemming from a momen¬ 
tary loss of self-control.” 

Mr Justice Butterfield 
told James: “Little Theo, 
who I have no doubt you 
cared for deeply, is dead and 
that is because you killed 
him. That is something you 
will have to live with. ” 

Theo’s mother said she 
would never forgive her ex¬ 
partner for what he had 
done. 

Leanne Davies, the boy’s 
mother and James’s former 
girlfriend, said the most pre¬ 
cious thing in her life hi 
been taken away. 
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Town to get new Chicago 

NATIONAL bar chain Chicago’s is returning to Stour¬ 
bridge and will open a new venue next year. 

Bosses are investing £500,000 in the venture, which will 
create 30 jobs. There had been a Chicago Rock Cafe in the 
town centre for six years before parent firm 3DE fell into 
administration. The premises later became a JD Wether- 
spoon bar. Now Atmosphere Bars and Clubs, which bought 
some of the Chicago Rock Cafe sites and rebranded them as 
Chicago’s, has set its sights on Stourbridge.

Size matters over Parliament 


PAT McFadden quite rightly argues 
that Local Community identity is a key 
issue in looking at the way we wish to 
be seen and democratically repre¬ 
sented. 

What we are missing in this debate is 
the need to fundamentally question the 
functions and therefore the composi¬ 
tion and size of Westminster Parlia¬ 
ment; what is best dealt with at the 
regional, the local and national levels. 

What is the case for 600 or 200 MPs? 
It’s argued we still need 600 so that all 
constituencies are roughly the same 
size in terms of voters and that they 
maintain the local link. Clearly not all 


constituencies will generate the same 
amount of local work and more funda¬ 
mentally we need to question why 
members of the Parliament should be 
spending much of their time and tax 
payers resources on local issues. 

We all know that people do not stay 
still, they move around and the popula¬ 
tions of local areas go up and down. 

It is inevitable with the approach 
proposed that boundaries will continu¬ 
ally have to be revised. 

So much for the argument that the 
link between MPs and the local is para¬ 
mount. 

With Scotland, Wales, Northern 


Ireland and more especially London, 
well down the devolution track with 
more to come, the functions of West¬ 
minster and its size and costs have to be 
questioned. We are in sight of Westmin¬ 
ster becoming, on domestic matters, a 
wholy English Parliament with deci¬ 
sions about policies in Newcastle, Pen¬ 
zance and Dudley all being taken in 
London or by its agents. England is too 
complex for this approach to be sus¬ 
tainable and any outcomes, rather than 
numbers an alternative is needed.

MOISISUM MilctTTUIOOM 
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Refugee who made his mark 
in sports world dies, aged 83 


A GREAT-GRANDFATHER who fled the 
post-World War Two Communist regime in 
Yugoslavia to work down the mines, later 
setting up home in Stourbridge, has died, 
aged 83. 

Alexander Fojan and brother George 
“grabbed everything they had” before 
setting off to Britain in 1948, agreeing to 
work in oppressive conditions at the 
Jubilee Colliery in West Bromwich and 
mines in Cannock in exchange for asylum. 

He married wife Joan in 1954 and the 
couple moved to Pedmore in 1959. 

A talented sportsman, he was a well- 
known face around the pubs of Stourbridge 
and beyond as a regular dominoes and 
darts player. 

Mrs Fojan said he would buy anyone a 
drink and was always first to put his hand 


in his pocket. “That’s just the way he was,” 
she said. “He worked hard and played hard. 

“He was just the most wonderful 
husband, father, grandfather and great¬ 
grandfather that anyone could ever wish 
for. He had an absolute heart of gold and we 
will all miss him terribly.” 

Mr Fojan, who also leaves three children, 
six grandchildren and five great-grandchil¬ 
dren, died at Russells Hall Hospital on 
December 1 after a long illness. 

A keen West Bromwich Albion fan who 
had trials with Stoke City on his arrival in 
the county, he was also one of the region’s 
top table-tennis players. 

Mrs Fojan, of Cherry Tree Court, 
Pedmore, said despite her husband’s 
Yugoslavian heritage he was more patriotic 
than she was. 


'Dudley Dorito' is 


A mysterious triangular UFO dubbed 
the Dudley Dorito has reappeared in 
the region’s skies with the latest 
sighting reported near a beauty spot. 

Property worker Gary Nock and his family 
were on the car park of the Badgers Sett pub, 
Hagley, when they saw the distinctive object 
flying overhead. 

The 52-year-old said that the UFO, a black tri¬ 
angle with white lights at each corner, was flying 
at low altitude and coming from the direction of 
Birmingham. 

He said the object had turned silently in the 
air and they had eventually lost sight of it as it 
passed over the Clent Hills. 

The sighting occurred at around 6.40pm on 
December 14 and Mr Nock immediately looked 
it up information about it on the internet when 
he returned home. 


And he said the UFO bore a close resemblance 
to the “Dudley Dorito” which was first spotted 
over the skies of the Black Country a few years 
ago. 

Mr Nock said he, his wife Susan, daughter 
Claire and her boyfriend Jamie Burgoyne had 
just arrived at the pub to have a meal. 

“We were just getting out of the car when we 
saw this object overhead. It was very low in the 
sky and could easily be seen,” he said. 

Aircraft 

“At first I thought it could have been a jet but 
no aircraft has those types of lights to my knowl¬ 
edge. 

“It banked to the one side and made no sound 
whatsoever which was also strange. 

“It was so low we lost sight of it over the tree 
line of the Clent Hills. 

“When we got back Jamie and I looked it up on 


spotted 

the internet and saw the stories about the 
Dudley Dorito and what we saw does bear a 
resemblance to it.” 

Mr Nock said that he believed the craft could 
be an military plane that is in the experimental 
stages. 

“I know about planes but have never seen any¬ 
thing like this. 

“It does look a little like a B2 stealth plane but 
that makes a sound this one did not. It is a 
mystery.” 

It is the latest in a long list of sightings over 
the Black Country which have been reported 
over the last few years. 

The UFO was last seen earlier this year by 
security officer Glyn Richards while in the back 
garden of his home in Quarry Bank. 

The alleged UFO has also been spotted over 
several other areas of the Black Country includ¬ 
ing Tipton, Brierley Hill and Oldbury.

Past memories, anecdotes and stories have been retold by 
members of the Sedgley and District Community Associa¬ 
tion in a booklet which they have produced to mark the 
occasion. 

A choir from Dormston School and the St Andrews 
Singers performed at the event for more than 100 visitors. 
Centre management committee chairman Dennis Eaves, 
aged 78, said everyone was delighted with how the celebra¬ 
tions went. 

Council is planning 
to freeze tax rates 

COUNCIL tax rates in Wyre Forest could be frozen next 
year under new proposals. The move is set to be discussed 
at a meeting of the district council’s cabinet and if agreed 
it will be the second year in a row the district council’s 
element of the tax has not been increased. 

Councils have been awarded a grant from the govern¬ 
ment equivalent to a 2.5 per cent council tax increase if 
they freeze the levy on residents. 

Councillor Nathan Desmond of Wyre Forest district 
council, said: “We have seen a drop in income and we are 
well aware that residents are finding this a difficult time 
too. 

“I am pleased that we are able to secure a freeze in the 
district council’s element of the council tax for 2012-13, by 
using the grant that the Government is offering. 

“This does however create difficulties because the grant 
is only for one year and will therefore permanently reduce 
council tax income.” Dudley Council has yet to announce 
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Free parking scrapped 


FREE parking for disabled visitors 
has been scrapped at Kidderminster 
Hospital after bosses agreed to press 
ahead with the scheme. 

Signs which are displayed at the site are now 
being altered to inform visitors to the hospital 
of the changes. 

But campaigners have criticised bosses for 
the charges just before Christmas saying there 
was no official announcement. 

Worcestershire Acute Hospitals NHS Trust 
announced the plans to axe free disabled 
parking in September but said no final decision 
had been made. 

Health bosses said they were now looking to 


offer help to anyone struggling to pay the 
charges. 

Mark Lawley, of Disability Action Wyre 
Forest, today said he was shocked to find signs 
saying blue badge holders can park for free had 
been scrubbed out. 

Smaller signs informing people that charges 
apply to everyone have now been put in place on 
the site. 

Publicised 

He said: “These charges are pure greed and it 
doesn’t seem fair that they have been intro¬ 
duced so close to Christmas. 

“This has not been widely publicised and no 
announcement has been made.” 

Charges will also be introduced at Redditch’s 


Alexandra Hospital and Worcestershire Royal 
in Worcester. 

The trust argues that money raised from car 
parking - which already brings in more than £1 
million a year - goes towards providing front¬ 
line services. 

Trust spokeswoman Janet-Marie Clark said: 
“Campaigners were aware of the plans and 
knew a decision was due to be made later this 
year.” 

Chris Tidman, acting chief executive for the 
trust, said the charges “will ensure that we can 
continue to cover the cost of providing car 
parking infrastructure in as fair a way as possi¬ 
ble, as well as ensuring that any surplus income 
we receive will help to support front line care.” 


Borough bucking trend as 
jobless figures keep rising 


DUDLEY and the Black Country is bucking 
the trend in the face of latest grim unem¬ 
ployment figures, which have revealed a 
record number of people out of work. 

Jobless queues fell slightly in the 
borough. 

They were down by 95 in Dudley last 
month and numbers also fell in the neigh¬ 
bouring areas of Sandwell, Wolverhampton 
and Walsall. 

It comes as new figures reveal the 
country’s total of people who are out of work 
has increased by 128,000 to 2.64 million - a 
17-year high. 

Across the West Midlands as a whole, 
unemployment has risen by 4,000 to 
243,000. 

The regional unemployment rate is now 


9.2 per cent, compared to a national average 
of 8.3 per cent. 

Nationwide, the jobless total is now worse 
than at any time since 1994. 

A series of grim figures delivered an addi¬ 
tional pre-Christmas blow to the Govern¬ 
ment, with youth and female 
unemployment showing big rises and the 
number of people claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance increasing for the ninth month in 
a row. 

Unemployment among 16 to 24-year-olds 
increased by 54,000 to 1.03m, the highest 
since records began in 1992. 

The Office for National Statistics also 
reported that women’s unemployment has s 
increased by 45,000 and now stands at 1. lm.

She also ran two school magazines, as well as 
organising a series of residential trips to Ingestre Hall in 
Stafford.

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Margaret Millington steams the 
Christmas pudding over the range 


Orange and coal in your 
stocking if you're lucky 


Black Country Living Museum’s 
Fiona Carding looks at how the 
region’s families would have cele¬ 
brated Christmas in the 1900s. 

IF YOU’RE having to tighten your 
purse strings this Christmas then 
spare a thought for your great- 
grandparents who would have 
worked up until lunchtime on 
Christmas Day and would have 
been lucky to find an orange and a 
piece of coal at the bottom of their 
stocking. 

Children were at the centre of the 
festive celebrations, as they are 
now, but festivities focused on food 
rather than giving presents. 

Many mothers started paying a 
penny a week into the sweet shop 
12 weeks before Christmas, putting 
aside sweets for children’s stock¬ 
ings. 

These would have included 
things like sugar mice and pigs, 
sugar fancies, sticks of rainbow 
rock and liquorice pipes. 

Turkey, tinsel and all the trim¬ 
mings were off the menu in a typical 
Black Country household and 
instead a good plump cockerel, 
roast rabbit or pork from home¬ 
reared pigs would be the special

meal of the day. Chicken or pork 
would be hung on a rotisserie in 
front of the range oven fire and the 
dripping fat would be caught in a 
tray below. 

Some of the fat would be used for 
gravy and the rest would be saved 
for pastry making and to spread on 
bread for sandwiches. 

The meat would be served with 
homegrown potatoes and vegeta¬ 
bles in season. 

Preparations 

The first preparations for 
Christmas would be the Christmas 
pudding which would be made on 
Stir-Up Sunday (the last Sunday of 
Advent). 

It would be made with plums, 
possibly a few sultanas, suet, eggs 
and spices like nutmeg and cinna¬ 
mon. 

A spiced-up version of bread 
pudding was used as a cheap sub¬ 
stitute for Christmas pudding. 


Families would put a sixpence 
(2.5p) or threepenny bit (1.5p) 
inside the pudding for luck. 

Few working class families had 
a Christmas tree in the early 
1900s. Instead decorations were 
made of holly or wooden hoops 
from butter barrels and trimmed 
with coloured paper. 

Bundles of chocolate were hung 
on the ‘tree’, but were supposedly 
not to be eaten until after Twelfth 
Night. 

Christmas was far less commer¬ 
cial and more charitable too. Year- 
round donations from community 
members and benevolent trusts 
ensured even the poorest in society 
weren’t forgotten. 

In 1904, Christmas in West 
Bromwich Workhouse began with 
carols played on a gramophone 
and breakfast served in the deco¬ 
rated dining hall, followed by a 
Christmas service conducted by 
the chaplain. 

Gifts were provided including a 
Christmas letter to each inmate 
and sweets, crackers and pennies 
for children.

Strike helps melt 
icy times for Peter

PETER ODEMWINGIE knows all 
about frosty receptions but he 
has forgotten his winter of dis¬ 
content. 

After his stunning winner at chilly 
Blackburn the striker joked temperatures 
in Russia - where he played for Lokomotiv 
Moscow — could dip to minus 30 in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Odemwingie has blown hot and cold this 
season but Albion now hope his super strike 
in Saturday’s 2-1 win at Ewood Park can 
stoke the Baggies’ fires. 

After a frosty response from boss Roy 
Hodgson about his injury record last 
month, Albion can once again call on their 
flying Nigerian — who insisted the winner is 
the start of his revival. 

Saturday’s 2-1 win at Blackburn erased 
the memory of the home reverse against 
Wigan the previous weekend and again cat¬ 
apulted Odemwingie into the spotlight. 

It was a sweet strike after the most trying 
spell of his Albion career. 

Expectation had manifested itself into 
pressure which he has struggled to cope 
with after just two goals prior to his Black¬ 
burn belter. 

Much was expected of him this term after 
last year’s 15-goal haul convinced the 
Baggies to hand him a fresh, bumper con¬ 
tract in August. 

But he freely admitted to losing focus 
during an injury-blighted two months, 
which saw him seemingly at odds with a 
frustrated Hodgson. 

The boss last month claimed the injured 
striker had given Albion “nothing” this 
season and in response Odemwingie 
tweeted a picture of his swollen knee. 

It was a move which could have left the 
striker out in the cold as tensions threat¬ 
ened to boil over. 

The poor display against Wigan left 
further questions about his state of mind - 


but Hodgson’s patience and persistence 
finally paid off. 

Odemwingie has played second fiddle to 
the all-action Shane Long this season - and 
rightly so — after a number of below-par per¬ 
formances. 

But, at Ewood Park, there was a bounce 
in the striker which has been missing this 
season, an enthusiasm which the 30-year- 
old conceded he had lost. 

And his third goal of the campaign — one 
of his best in a Baggies shirt - proved there 
is life in the hitman. His partnership with 
Long is yet to seriously bear fruit but they 
enjoyed their best game together against a 


desperately ordinary Rovers side. It left 
Blackburn second from bottom but the 
Baggies cared little for their rival’s plight 
after putting five points between them¬ 
selves and the drop zone. 

Following their Wigan defeat, victory 
over Blackburn was vital to ensure Albion 
did not get sucked further into a relegation 
scrap during a hectic Christmas schedule. 

They have laboured this season, failing to 
pick up points which has seen them flirt 
with more danger than they would like. 

Draws with Fulham and Sunderland — 
coupled with defeats to Stoke and Wigan - 
have made sure there have been more 


nerves than expected. But they dispatched 
Blackburn with a controlled and composed 
game to ease immediate worries. 

Gareth McAuley continued his impres¬ 
sive form by snuffing out Yakubu’s threat, 
while Youssouf Mulumbu’s cool presence in 
the middle formed a solid base. 

Long and Odemwingie unsettled the 
Rovers defence and James Morrison was a 
constant menace on the wing — even before 
his stunning second-half opener. 

The midfielder’s wonderful 20-yard 
volley continued his penchant for the spec¬ 
tacular and was his reward for a fine indi¬ 
vidual outing. 

But the 25-year-old’s faultless afternoon 
was blighted when he limped off with a 
hamstring injury late on. 

It was a blow in a highly successful after¬ 
noon - one where the only complaint was 
that Albion left it so late. 

Odemwingie should have opened the 
scoring instead of glancing a header wide 
after 15 minutes from Chris Brunt’s cross. 

Their dominance frustrated the home 
fans, who were itching for an excuse to 
round on beleaguered boss Steve Kean. 

The poisonous atmosphere only aided 
Albion and Odemwingie tested Paul Robin¬ 
son before Morten Gamst Pedersen’s free- 
kick was tipped over by the under-worked 
Ben Foster. 

Albion, the better team throughout, 
should have pushed on after Morrison’s 
thunderbolt seven minutes after the break 
but failed to capitalise on their advantage. 

It allowed ex-Walsall star Scott Dann to 
bundle in 18 minutes from time when the 
visitors failed to deal with Chris Samba’s 
knock-down as Rovers went route one. 

Morrison twice went close from distance 
as time ticked down before Odemwingie’s 
last minute intervention. 

Receiving Steven Reid’s pass on the 
right, he breezed past Pedersen to unleash 
an unstoppable curling effort into the 
corner from 18 yards. 

A reborn Odemwingie is Albion’s biggest 
asset. Now they must harness him.
